Talk about past crowds—of your Hite hundreds and 
Your little thommands! Yesterday they wore coanted by 
tho million. Never was such a masa of people seen ia 
the stroeta of New York before. Broadway was so thick 
with moving humanity that you could dhly now and (hen 
catch a glimpso of the eldewalks, and had jt not been 
for the police and the procession it would have beon a hard 
matter even to foo the carriage ways Tho democratic 
Bowory was equally jammed The cross strosts kept 
constantly pouring in fresh loads of men, women and 
children into the great thoroughfarea The stoops wore 
overflowing Tho windows were crammed. Tho holise- 
tops werv rooféd with ight-seera “What more can be 
sald of tho throng? They woro Joyful, onthuslastte, or 
dorly, good humored and patient—a part ef thom, Ap- 
other part.of them were screaming ond crying and 
roaring. Theso wero principally women and children, 
who fond tho throng too much. They wore crusbad 
and bruised by those bobind and thore before, Tho 
hoops becamo snapped, twisted, entangled and mis- 
placed. Tho children endured almost suffocation and 
strangulation Many of tbem wero recoued in a gasping 
condition by philanthropic citizens and energetic police- 
men. 

Looking down upon the vast consoursa from any ele- 
Yated position in Broadway, the spectacle was striklag. 
‘You saw mon, women and children struggling up cur- 
rent and down current, but alvwaye agatnst current. You 
tay them twisted around and upsct You raw them 
shoving out against the police barrior guarding the 
curbs. You saw the Molropoltans’ baton aud muscle rigor- 
ously beating back sho invaders of tho space consacratod 
to the processionisis, and yon saw many an unlucky man 
rab his bead, very much dissatiated with the result of 
tho contest with pollce authority. You saw a pletarosquo 
variety of dress, all the colors of the ralabow decorating 
‘tho neat garments of tho ladles. Red, white and blue 
prodominatedr particularly in the bonnela Occasionally 
there Fas black—ia the complexion of the spectators. 

Looking at the houses, you balield one grand, continuous 
exhibition of dags from windows, poles, awnings, and 
every point whorcon to hang this badge of loyalty and 
natlonalily. So jt was in avery other part of tho city, 
‘Tho Henato office had {is old battle flag dying from the 
roof of tho establishment, All tho hotels and public 
buildings were toyered with tho Stara and Stripes, and 
mapy houses displayed mottoes and inscriptions of an 
appropriato charactor. 

The busking corner of Tenth gtreot and Fourth ave- 
nuc—an emporium of slatues—presented tho busts of 
Washington, Jackson and Adams, fn marble, on ils frout, 
surrounded with the Star Spangled Bannor. 

The City Inspector's office was very tastefully decorated 
with flags also—on the third nd fourth floors, the only 
part of the building occupled as bis office, 

Tt required mo great {roeh oxciting cause to mako the 
Populsce Jubilant, They would. have bocn happy wih 
tho recollection of Sayanaab, Charleston and Wilmlagton, 
foray nothing of the magnificent spectacle, But \t bap. 
Poned that thoro was a now cause for rijoloing and on- 
thupissm, and that was the well-timed reversos to Early 
and Haygood. They came just in tho nlek of tine,” 
and produced tho natural effect. All talked aboat 
them, shook hands abont them, and msmared each other 
that tho ond of the rebellion was now certainly and 
poaltively noar. May It come soon. 

Among the amusiny incidents of tbe day was the 
prosence of the patriotic and {minortal Brown, of Graco 

eh, who stood oo Fifth xvenao as the procession 
passed, with an enormous glass goblet of alo tn his hand — 
holding, we should thfbk, alot four plats—which ho 
Jifted occasionally a3 any important featuro in the pro- 
cession came along, and dran to the hoalth of the par- 
Alclpanis, amid much cheering SeGaughter, and nomand 
then a call from the occupants of some of tho wagons in. 
line of, “Go lt, old heavy welgh&"' “diye us asup, Mr, 
Brown," and so forth. The eathusissm and the goblet 
of Mr. Brown were the occasion of a good deal of merri- 
ment and fun at that portion of the lise of mareb. 

Another Incident is worthy of montion, Ex-Govoraor 
King was ono of the spectators of tho procession. When 
the hoop Fkirt exhibition appeared, tho Governor was 
much tickled with the idea of the horses swearing hoops. 
‘Hallo thoro, look,” exclaimed tho Governor, laghing 
heartily; “there goes horgea with hoops on. They ought to 
be maree."' The Joke took; the Governor roared, ond bad 
‘good choras 

Respectiug the procosston as a whole, it was a mazalfl- 
cont raccess, and passed off splendidly. In length it 
must aye been, without any oxaxgeration, eight good 
mies It yras 80 largo, In fact, that tho route bad to be 
extended froin Twenty-third street up to Thirty-fourth 
strect. Whon tho tails of the last elephant and camel 
ners disappearing at the corner of Broadway and Four. 
teenth stroet, going downwards, tho bead of the proces- 
slon was reen coming into Union square again, after hay- 
ing passed over the whele route. 

Tho day was delightful. The sun shone out brilliantly. 
Tho air was bracing, and the streets were In a tolerably 
falr condition, 


THE SCENES AROUND UNION SQUARE. 


Tho scones around Union square wore of the most ox- 
clting and Snleresting that have over beon beheld, even 
in tls kaleidoscopic metropolis; and x an humble 
chronicler of passing ovents we have to confess our in- 
ability, at tho very outset, to do even comparative Justice 
to such a thome. In fact, to describe the scene minutely 
and correctly {n all its particular changes would bo 
the work of days, anda lange yolume would be Insufi- 
elent to confaln all that might properly be edld. As ts 
known to thoxo who participated in the festivities, the 
day was bright nod clear. The wholo population of the 
city seemed to have arisen with the rst dawn of morn- 
tpg; end us Union square had been desiguated the 
great central polut at which tho vast procezsion was tobe 
organized and whence It should start, thither the stream 
of popolation took iigyray. At eloven o'clock there was 
such a throng aroand the hotels in the neighborhood of 
Abe equaro that J was with great diMiculty that the 
‘wagons and caravans that momontly arrived could fall 
into the Ine assigned them jn the programmo. By twelve 
o'elock tho crowd became 0 great that {t was pearly ica 
posstble to force one's way through it Still the people 
camo earging and crushing In from every side, until tho 
Immense space enclosed by tho magnidcent bulldings 
around tho square was completely blocked up aud ren- 
dered impassable. All the efforts of the police bad to 
be used for tt preservation of order, and with | 
great dificalty the companies of arilsaus and workmen 
Werveventually got into thelr proper places From the 
upper stories of the large Lotels a splendid view of the 
preparations was had. Such animation and unanimous 
enjoyment as evideutly prevailed overymhore formed the 
mubject of frequent comment. Flags aud banners floated 
from every house top and window, The spires of the 
cbarehes, far and near, were {na similar way decorated 
with Guttering pennons, wIAlo the bells ia some cascs 
rung out thelr dovorous notes Tiomediately in front of 
the Park faciog towards tbe Academy of Music a great 
platform was erected, and adorned In the most perfect 
styke. Tho headquarters of tho Union Loyal Leaguers 
‘Wore alo garolahed and set out 1n the bighest style of the 
decorativo art. Tho American Gag waa holsted on 
the centre agstag, and all around were smaller 
bandprs, cach a beasty in Itself. A remarkablo featvro 
was tho inscription of Union victories on blue shields, 
in whito letters, whrich coald be distinctly read at a con- 
siderable distance. Among the battles thus ¢ommemo- 
Tated by (bo mames of captured cities wo may mention 
"Columbia," “Savannah,” “Nasbyille, ‘ Atanta,'?

But that 
of yesterday, especially as it wan to be sem around 
Union square, certainly excelled and. put {oto Nothing. 
ness anything thal wo have ever read, hoard or s¢en of 
f public demonstration. Sull nothing could possibly hare 
deen moro onferly and harmeoious throughout. In 
speaking of harmony, wo do not simply allude to the 
beautiful and exhilirating music discoursed by tho 
splendid bands of the diforent regiments of the national 
nik This was equal to any of the aMforis of their 
former caréor, and itisdue to them (osay that with 
every fnew celebration they play sweoter and more 
melodlourly. 0 much fora deserred compliment to 
the mosiclins, and any praiso daly awarded them 
Is naturally also given to tho organizations with which 
they are connected, Bat if there was harmony in the 
misic of the day, there were order and punctaallty In 
tho general arrangements Everything went, as (x val- 
mularly aald, by clockwork; and, ‘Indeed, tho’ clocks of 
the city had enough to do to kesp time with tho mass of 
sally and other men, to say nothing of, horas ele:

every branch of trade, commerce and industry yesterday 
showed to the world? Such a dleplay of military and 
naval power, architectural, mechanical and engiqeering 
fill—tho arte of peace apd the arta of war 
mingled together in order and concord—could not 
fail to attract tho attention ef any foreigner paas- 
Ing through the city. Leaving out of the ques 
tion tho soldiers and civilians who actually took 
part fo the procession, there were over half a milion of 
People assomblod In the streets viewing the demonstra- 
tion. Of tho millilary part of tho aifair wo must say 
that it was perfect in every way, The clean and splendid 
condition of the toopo, the fac martial bearing of tho 
officers, and the style in which both officers and mon 
Wore equipped, drew forth encomiums from every ons 
Who was presont, Tho marinca must bero be particu: 
larly mentioned. Among the general officers, loudly 
cheored as he moved along in an open carriage ‘Cbrough 
tho equaro, was General Robert Anderson, tho gallant 
defender of Fort Sumter at tho besinnlog of the. rebel- 
Hon—a man well known and honored by the people and 
appreciated by (he government be has ¢o well and fulth- 
fully cerved. 

Tn moving from the square the military—bot cavalry 
and infaatry—formed the Set division of the march, 
‘As thoy emerged from the Immense crowds about the 
yank they were greeted. wilh Towd cheers, aad om eb 
(ering roadway ‘the cheors were taken ‘up and. re« 
doubled by the interminable mass that occupied that 
reat thoroughfare £0 far as the eye could gee, packed ns 
‘lose together ax sardines could b3 in atin box. Governor 
Gortin, of Pennsylvania, and ex.Governor King, of Now 
York, with a largo nuinber of dletingulshed. gentlemen, 
reviewed the Hino from tho balcoules of tho Maison 
Dorce Regiment after rogiment, each with its fue baud 
and drum corps, followed in succession, until thoy” 
completely lest’ from view in the ocean of hea: 
faces op all hands turned up to regard them. 

‘One of the most curious features of tho day, and one 
that evoked all kinds of opinions, was a ne’ carriage 
drawn by asplendid palr of horses, in which was peated 
Major Jobn Thowas Lane, formerly of the British army, 
and at prosout chief and medicine man of the Mio 
Marsa! tribe of Indians of rouch repute in their 
own land. The Major was accompanied by his eon George, 
fine boy of some keventeen years, alto clad in the Indian 
costume, The carriage wg an oxcellent one, and tho 
Major, who looked very dignified ia his dress, bad a splen- 
did ottoman thrown over bis knees, IC may bo Impor- 
tant to persons fearing tbo smallpox, (0 know that 
Major Lane bas a remedy which can extirpate it at ouce.

THE SCENE AT MADISON SQUARE, 


Tho scene at Madison equare at four o'clock— 
by which thme the bead of tho column had 
reached a point opposite tho FUfth Avenue Hotel— 
almost beggars description. Every available window, 
corner and lamp post, was filled with an cager, guping, 
Dut good-bumored crowd. The light jest and witty re- 
partee spread from lip to lip, and geveral hilarity seemed 
to prevall. The usual amount of crying babes in arms wero 
on band, and succeeded In making ther=lves and parents 
uncomfurlable to the highest degree. Ax f00n as tho 
mounted police abowed themselves, there was loud shoat, 
which was caught up by the crowd, and for a few mo- 
ments rolling, but deafening, huxzas could be heard. The 
gamins of New York wore on band, runping themselves

General Sheridan in the Rear of Rich- 
mond—General Le: Didiculties, 
General Sheridan's movement up tho She- 
nandoah valley, in co-operation with the armics 
of Sherman and Schofield in the Carolinas, and 
the armies immediately under the eyo of Geno- 
ral Grant, must very coon bring about the 
evacuation of Richmond or the complote isola- 
tion of General Loo from his last remaining 
sources of subsistence. The capture of the last 
remnant of the rebol column under Early, with 
“that bad old man’ himself, is an important 
achioyement. Sheridan’s occupation of the rall- 
way junction and rebel commissary depot at 
Charlotiesville is a still more important success; 
but the advantages he has thus secured for a 
decisive raid upon Lee’a vital commanications 
are those which determine the fate of a be- 
leaguered army. 
Sheridan, of Charlottesville, holds one of 
Lee’s vital lines of communication with Lynch- 
burg. It is not necessary to storm or lay siege 
to the fortifloations of that city in order to guin 
the other line.

‘The National Jubilee Yesterday. 

If any ono doubted tho loyalty, tho love of 
conniry, and the desire for ponoe by tho eup- 
pression of tbo robollion which prevails in this 
city, tho, soone of yestorday must hava oon- 
vincod the most #kepUcal that patriotism tho 
most enthilainatio and Jigality to tho govorn- 
ment and tho cause famgfebich our nrmlos aro, 
fighting are the rplin, Pionls ih tho charaoter, 
of this popaintion, olassea, all varioties off 
nationality, all political eroods combined in 
ono grand jubilee over tho victorica of our 
armies and foots, whose recent prowess has 
insured » spoody termination of the robollion. 
Tho national fag, which has jnst been mdeomod 
from dishonor at Fort Sumter, flontod—like a 
sea of bannom, wave aftor wave—from ono ond 
of the city to tho other. Tho motropolis and 
tho sarrounding towns and villagos poured 
outa million of thcir Inbabltanta. Brooklyn, 
Hoboken and “Jorsey City must bayo been 
noarly depopulated. 

Tho pomp and splendor of the procession 
oxcollod anything eyor witnoaaod in Now York, 
as wo anticipated that it would. Tho city 
bubbled over with patriotism, and, in fact, 
secmod hardly large onongh to accommodate 
tho aasemblod masses, No ono would suppose 
who witnessed tho acene yesterday that wo 
woro engaged In o war in which wo bad lost 
thousands of mon within four years. Tho demon- 
stration waa designed to colobrate the victories 
at Savannah, Charleaton, Wilmington and Co- 
lumbin; but additional zest was imparted to it 
by tho moro recent succeas of Sborman 
and Shoridan—the capturo of tho robel General 
Haygood and his forces on the Capo Fear river, 
and that of Gonoral Early and his cighteen hun- 
dred in tho Shenandoah valloy, Thia capped 
the climax of enthusiasm, Apart from tho olvio 
portion of tho procession, which was immense, a 
most significant part was tha military display. 
And why signiflountt Because thore’ was a. 
wholo army of fresh, yot disciplined, troops in 
tho atrocta nt a timo when four large armies 
are in the field, battering the rebellion to 
pieces; gobbling up tho generals and tho sol- 
diors of tho South. It is something wondorful 
to behold, and still more magnificent to refeot 
upon, and brings with it af once the conviotion 
that tho military resources of this country are 
without parallel. If the ropresontatives of 
forolgn Powers could have witnessed that spec 
taole they might convey a°wise suggostion to 
their governments, that the United States fs not 
to be trifled with; that they cannot only sottle 
their own internal difficulties, but protect them- 
selves from outside aggresaion, let it oomo from 
what quarter it may, 

This is the lesson wo draw from the exhibi- 
tion of yesterday. In no part of the country 
but New York could such ai evidence of the 
nation’s strength be presented, because Now 
York is tho hoart of the republic—tho mirror 
that refloots its power, military, naval, commer- 
cial and intellectual. The celebration of yes- 
terday was o sight not to be forgotten, moinly 
because of the immensity of the demonstration, 
which was the largest over witnessed here, but 
more particularly for the fact that it illustrated 
in remarkable way the devotion of the people 
to the Union, and their exultation at the pros- 
pect of peace, to be obtained by the only way 
now open to us—the rapid successes of our 
army and navy, which must be repeated until 
tho rebellion is no more. 


Tan Stars Bousrr—A Mortace—It is an- 
nounced that the paymaster of the State bounty, 
who is about ready to commonce the payment 
of bounties, will eatablish his headquarters and 
make payment to recruits at Hart’s Island, all 
volunteers or recrnita being sent thore before 
any bounty is paid thom. There ia much dis 
satisfaction at this arrangement, and the effect 
inovitably will be to greatly rotard yolunteor 
ing. Volunteera ore extremely tenacious on 
this point; they will not enlist on tho strength 
of future promises, or for certificates aa evi- 
dence of bounty duo. They want the cash In 
hand whon they enllst. It is the look at and 
feel of the money that touches their fanclea, and 
it is this “cash in hand’ mode af doing busi- 
ness adopted by Chairman Blunt that bas made 
recruiting at the committce’s headquarters so 
popular. We doubt whether any other mode 
Will meet with any success at all The Super- 
visors’ Committee aro recruiting about one hun- 
dred and twenty per dsy, mainly because it 
gives the recrult the greonbacks—the nctnal 
“cash in band.” If tho money is only to be 
promised when tho recruit reaches Hart's Island, 
the volunteer will turn his back and the com- 
mittee will not obtain fifty por day. This ia 
cortain to be tho effeot of doferrod paymenta. 
The true course is to station the State paymas 
ters precisely where the county paymastors now 
fare—at tho headquarters of the Supervisors’ 
Commiiteo in the Park and at the various pro- 
vost marihals’ offices. Then everything will go 
on, as heretofore, like clock work; the reeruits 
will be satisfied, and it will in no way interfero 
with volunteering. Do not dostroy a good ays- 
tem for an untried experiment.

Tho New Scorotary of the Tronsary. 
SKETOM OF TRH SERVIORS OF HUGH M'CULLOCH, 
OF INDIANA. 


Hugh McCulloch, who waa yesterday nominated by tho 
President for Secrolary of tho Treasury, Mm place of 
William Pit Fesseien, who reaumos bis soat in the 
Sonate as Sonator from Maine, i Limself a native of 
Maine, but bas boon since 1883 a oltizen of Indiana. Mr. 
McCulloch was born jn Wells, now Kennebunk, Maino. His 
futher, previous to the warof 1812, was oxtensivoly en- 
gaged In foreign commerce, {a which ho was quite success- 
ful. Butat the ond of tho war ho found bis proporty largely 
Teduced by the decay of bia vessela which constituted a 
considerable part of ik After the ware resumed bis 
business, bat only with partial sucosss. Hia son, the 
now head of the Treasury Department, waa ono of 
colony sho emigrated, principally from Kennebunkport, 
to Fort Wayne, Indiana; soveral of whom aro alill living 
there, and aro among ils most enterprising and prospor- 
ous citizens. Indians early mado him ono of her judges; 
Dut tho dovelopmont of his Guancial akill soon ted to 
tho placing of him at tho head of the Stato Bank 

Mr, McCulloch was for two years a student in 
Bowdoin College. Ho subsequently stndied law in 
Dis native Stato, and aficrwarts in Boson, Masa 
Jo tho spriog of 1833, a5 already stated, he re- 
moved to tho West, and settled at re Wayno, Ind., 


where he commenced tho prartice of hiafprofession—the 
Jaw, In 1835 ba commonced his coro-r ava banker and 
financier, to which be has since devoted himself, In 
that year he was elected exshier of the Branch of the 
State Bank of Indiana at Fort Wayne. This bank ho or- 
gmnized and managed successfully until the chartor ox- 
pired, in 1867, During the whele of this period bo was a 
Girector of th Stato Bank, and did moro than any one 
else to give to its aff'ra the dirretion which 
modo it, during {ts existence, ono of tho stronge: 
best managed, most profiiablo and popular Insti- 
ations {o the United States In 1885 tho present 
Bank of the Siate of Indiana, with twenty branches, was 
chartored to go Into operation on the Ist of annuary, 
1857. Of this tak Mr. McCulloch was upanimousiy 
clected President, and remained Ip that positon vatil 
May, 1863, whoa ho resiguod jp order (oaccept the appoint 
of Comptroller of the Currency at Wasiiiipton, 
Vader thy inanagenont of Mr. McCulloch the Rank of 
the state Bf Indiana took at once high mnk among the 
leading banking fnatitations of the country, Tn the finan 
lal crisis of 1887 {b maintained spacio payments, and also 
continued to pay apec’e during the gonoral suspen'ion of 
1861, until, under a decision of the Supreme Court of the 
Siata, it was authorized to redeem ia issues in legal ton 
dor. No banking Institutions in the United States lave en 
Joyed s bighor repotat’on than these two Indiana bankn; 
and {t 8 no Injustice to othors to aay that this reputation 
was largely owing to the ability and good Judgment. of 
Mr. Mebulloh. 
Slacs be became the Comptroller of the Curreno 
bie reputation bas ben a national ono. Be took 
charge of the bureau at tho inauguration of the 
Preseot notlonal bank system, ond lias organizod and 
conducted It against dice nnd_opposition which 
it encountered from capitallstannd the powerful influence 
of tho State banks, Every Instruction, blank and form 
‘used in organizing the nat(onal banks and in conducting 
the businoss of the bureau he has prepared, and hi pres: 
ont eMicient and expert corps of assistants had (0 bo edu: 
eatod by bhm in tho dischargo of their womnewhat compll- 
cated and highly Important duties Tt ts well known 
that at first none of the State banks would 
come in undor the Jaw; and for this reacon 
on the start many uew banks bad to to or.
